Munich, the spawning ground of 
the Nazi movement between the 
two world wars, spared no pains to 
provide a fiesta atmosphere which 
contrasted with Hilter’s 1936 Olym- 
pics in Berlin — the last time 
the games were held in Germany. 

Among the guests of honour at 
the opening ceremony was Black 
American, sprinter Jesse Owens, who 
won four gold medals in the Berlin 
games. 

But there was not a political 
overtone to be seen today as the 
3,000 Munich boys and girls dressed 
in bright yellow and :blue danced

song. “Bearing garlands and paper 
flowers they filled the track with 
gorgeous colour and rhythmic move- 
ment. 

The teams were led into the 
arena by Greece, the founders of 
the ancient Olympics. They marched 
to typically Greek music and as 
the other teams entered the sta- 
dium behind their national flags 
and banners a West German army 
band played popular tunes from 
each of the competing countries. 

The huge Russian, American and 
West German teams marched to- 
wards the end of the parade and 
were forced to walk 10 abreast be- 
cause of the large number of com- 
petitors in each squad 


100 METRES LONG 

But ἐπ᾿ jact the American team 
stil stretched for nearly 100 metres 
along the track and many of the 
national squods had to queue for 
several. minutes before they were 
able to move into the centre of the 
arena. 

The large Canadian delegation 
wore white slacks, red and white 
checkered shirts and red blazers. 
Each wore a white alpine style 
hat with a red feather. The Cana- 


tiians, who will host the next Olym-' 


pics in 1976 in Montreal, received 
one of the largest ovations. 

After the Olympic fanfare had 
been played Mr. Avery Brundage, 
84-year-old retiring President of 
the International Olympic Commit- 
tee, invited Dr. Heinemann to dec- 
lare the games officially open. 

With the tradittonal words, "1 de- 
clare open the Olympic games cele- 
brating the 20th Olympiad of the 
modern era,” President Heinemann 
set in motion the most spectacular 
sports festival in the world, 

The Olympic flag was raised by 
the West German rowing eight 
which won the gold medai four years 
ago. The opening of the games was 
signalled to those outskle the sta- 
dium by the release of 5,000 doves, 
Some of the ‘birds were briefly trap- 
ped beneath the tent-like glass roof 
of the stadium before fluttering into 
the sky. ἡ 
The Olympic flame, which will 
burn day and night until the games 
close, was lit by 18-year-ohd West 
German runner Gunter Zahn. 

A 60gun salute then echoed 
around the stadium ‘before 22-year- 
old West German athlete Heidi 
SchuMer took the Olympic oath on 
behalf of all the competitors.

E-Sa’eka man 
killed in 
‘accident’ 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 

A leader of the Syrtan-backed 
e-Sa'eka terrorist organization was 
killed in Lebanon on Friday night 
under mysterious circumstances. 

In an official statement e-Sa'eka 
said yesterday that Ahmed al- 
Fakhri, who was referred to as the 
militta commander for the Leba- 
nese region, was killed in a car 
aceldent while patrolling the Be- 
ka'a area, east Lebanon, The state- 
ment, however, added that the cir- 
cumstances under which the high- 
ranking leader, -kmown as “Abu 
Jasser," died were being Inves- 
tigated. 

Al-Fakhri's death came after a 
series of assassination attempts 
against top tervorist leaders whose 
lives were being threatened by a 
clandesine “Support Lebanon” 
group, which is pressing the ter- 
rorists to quit Lebanon 

The death of al-Fakhri further 
took place at a time the various 
terrorist organizations in Lebanon 
are reportedly involved in wide- 
spread internal strife. 

Beirut’s “Al-Muharrer” newspa- 
per said yesterday that a number 
of terrorist groups had over the 
weekend held a mecting in Beirut 
which turned into a demonstration 
against Yasser Arafst, chief of the 
Fatah, The Lebanese newspaper 
said that the terrorist groups have 
voiced opposition to Arafat's. “poil- 
tical” discussions which he is con- 
ducting in a tour of a number of 
North African states. These orga- 
nizations were further reported to 
be opposed in particular to Ara- 
fat's contact with Saudt Arabia 
and Tunisia over what was descri- 
bed as these two countries’ at- 
tempts to mediate between Jordan 
and the terrorist movement. 

Meanwhile, Arafat, who has been 
absent from Lebanon ever since the 
anti-terrorist campaign was laun- 
ched there in June, was yesterday 
in Libya, holding “important dis- 
cussions concerning the present situ- 
ation of the Palestinian revolu- 
tion.” Arafat came to Libya from 
Algeria, where the talks were con- 
cluded with the concern expressed 
over the present state of no-war, 
no-peace, which was having an ad- 
verse influence on the present situ- 
ation of the terrorists. 

Arafat’s departure from Algeria 
coincided with reports that the ter- 
rorists have already received six 
out of 26 tanks which Aigeria is 
supplying to the saboteurs. The re- 
ports did not say where the deli- 
very of the tanks took place.

Egypt press attacks 
Soviet interference

Egypt yesterday launched a vi- 
gorous counter-attack upon Mos- 
cow's press criticism of Cairo's 
Middle East policy, warning that 
the Soviet Union “has no right” 
to interfere in Bgypt's decisions 
concerning its conflict with Israel. 

The counter-attack was made by 
the editor of the mass-cireulation 
“Akhbar el-Yom," Ihsan Abdul- 
Kuddous, Cairo’s number two com- 
mentator after the editor of the 
sem{-official “Al-Ahram,” Moham- 
med Hassanein Heykal, now on νἃ- 
eation. Kuddous’ remarks were 
broadcast by the Egyptian state 
radio. 

Egypt's criticism of the Soviet 
press came In response to Mos- 
cow's recent press warnings against 
the policy which Cairo has been 
following since its ouster of the 
Russtan military advisers. The So- 
viet press specifically warned 
against the dangers of rapproche- 
ment with the U.S. 

“Why should we reject a poli- 
tical settlement through Washing- 
ton?” Kuddous asked, questioning 
why such rapprochement with the 
U.S. should affect Egypt's rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. 


FIRST TIME IN 6 MONTHS - 


Noting that Egypt's rift with 
Moscow was “limited” 
viet refusal to supply Cairo with 
“certain types of weapons.” Kud- 
dous expressed the fear that the 
Russians might still impose anem- 
argo on the supply of spare parts 
which Egypt needs for its wea- 
ponry. - 

He also questioned whether the 
Soviets would honour their agree- 
ment to establish factories in 
Egypt. 

The rift “should not affect the 
flow of ammunition” to Cairo, Kud- 
dous said, reminding the Soviets 
that Egypt was providing the Rus- 
sian Mediterranean fieet with fa- 
cilities without any restrictions. 

In Irag and Syria, both of whom 
continue to maintain close relations 
with Moscow despite the deteriora- 
tion of tles between the Soviets and 
Egypt, the official news media con- 
centrated over the weekend on cri- 
ticizing what was described as “sus- 
picious” contacts between certain 
Arab sources and the U-S. 

A summit meeting which was 
scheduled for next Sunday ‘between 
Egypt's Anwar Sadat, Syria's Hafez 
Assad, and Libya's Mu'ammer Gad- 
dafi has been postponed indefinitely. 


One dies, 26 hurt 


in Gaza explosion

GAZA. — A 12-year-old local boy 
was fatally wounded and 26 other 
persons, all local residents except 
for an Israeli girl soldier, were hurt 
on Friday in the explosion of a 
grenade thrown at an Israeli car in 
a narrow street near Falastin Square 
in downtown Gaza. 

The boy, Mahmoud Bashir Khatat, 
died at the nearby Baptist Hospital, 
which last night was still treating 
six seriously injured biast victims 
after releasing the other 20, in- 
cluding the girl soldier. 

Police, who are still looking for 
the grenade thrower, said the in- 
cident took place in the so-called 
Gold Market a few metres off Falas. 
tin Square at 12.30 p.m. on Friday. 


A grenade was thrown at the car |! 


in which ‘the girl soldier was riding 
but bounced off and rolled towards 
a crowded bus stop before it ex- 
ploded. 

The car was damaged in the ex- 
plosion and the girl slightly scratch- 
ed, but the main force was absorbed 


by the group of Gazans waiting for | § 


their bus. Most of the victims were 
taken to the Baptist Hospital, which 
is only 300 metres away in Falastin 
Square. There young Khatat died on 
Friday night. 

Police arrexted a number of sus- 
pects right after the blast, but re- 
leased them all after questioning. 

The incident is the first grenade- 
throwing in the Strip in six months.

The Soviet authorities are in- 
structing would-be Jewishimmigrants 
to Israel to turn to their “wealihy 
Telatives" abroad to pay the steep 
new tax imposed on acatkmics 
wishing to leave the country, uew 
immigrants arriving at Lod said on

The taxes which came into force 
earlier this month renge up to 
26,000 rubles (about $23,000), de- 
pending on the individual's edu- 
cational qualifications. 

The new arrivals said Sovie= 
officals were telling would-be -im- 
mi that they would be al- 
lowed to leave as soon as foreign 
relatives had forwarded the head 
tax. A Moscow family who tried 
to pay the tax in rubles was re- 
portedly told the bank would not 
accept it, 

They added that many Jews in 
Moscow with academic degrees 
were despondent over the mew re- 
guiations and were trymg fran- 
tieally to raise the required tex 
money from relatives, but the mo- 
ney available was not sufficient, 

Israel Radio, quoting Jewish 
sources in Moscow over the week- 
end, reported that the first Jew- 
ish family — in Riga — had paid 
the tax, hamding over a total of 
26,000 rubles to the Soviet autho- 
rities, In return the family of four 
had received its exit visa and was 
expected to arrive in Israel with- 
in a fortnight, it added. 

ONLY FOR JEWS 

The Radio also reported that 2 
mon-Jewish academician who got 
an exit visa was told he didn’t have 
to pay the tex, as it was only 
meant for Jews. 

Meanwhile, Absorption Minister 
Nathan Peled said yesterday the 
Soviet imposition of an exit tax 
on Jewish academicians seeking to 
emigrate to Israel was the “most 
blatant error” made by the Soviet 
Union.

HAIFA, — A 200-metre stretch of 
the Bat Galim beach, where bath- 
ing is free, was hit by an ofi slick 
yesterday morning. It polluted the 
sand and rocks on shore but did 
not touch the popular “Quiet Beach” 
nearby. ἡ 

The Transport Ministry expert 
on sea and beach pollution, Captain 
Yaacov Hamel, who examined the 
site, said last night he suspects 
that a ship that may have’ sailed 
from Haifa port on Thursday or 
Friday dumped its bilge water into 
the sea. The polluting matter was 
very fresh. Captain Hamel, who 
took a sample, said he would try 
to track down the offending skip- 
per who polluted the sea close to 
shore in violation of an inter- 
ational convention and Transport 
Ministry regulations. 

Captain Hamel said the sand 
could be cleaned up in a day or 
two. Workers using shovels would 
throw the sand into the sea where 
it would undergo a natural wash- 
ing process. When the waves threw 
it back on the beach it would come 
out fairly well laundered. Removing 
the tarry coat from the polluted 
rocks wili be more difficult. A che- 
mical called Dispersant, made in 
Israel, might have to be applied. 

The Transport Ministry will re- 
fund the cleaning costs to the Muni- 
clpality, which owns the beach, he 
sald.

The Attorney-General has ap-

It was Salpeter who 
was responsible for police apprehend- 
ing the hited burglars in the act. 
Attorney-General Meir Shamgar 
stated in the appeal that the 
evidence presented left no doubt of 
Laviv's guilt, and cited Judge Bin- 
yamin's Cohen’s verdict of July 20, 
in which he stated: “My mind gave 
the order to convict, but my hand 
refused to obey.” δ 
The judge had said the prozecu- 
tion's casé was a brilliant one; its 
only flaw had been the key witness 
— Salpeter — whose unstable cha- 
racter and: past record led Judge 
Cohen to fear he might be com- 
mitting a “legal error” if he were to 
convict the accused.

Israeli body ‘raps German 


award to Korezak fund 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — The Janusz Kore- 
zak Memorlal Committee in Israel 
has issued a strong protest against 
the award of 10,000 German marks, 
announced by a B8Toup of West 
German publishers, to the Korezak 
Committee in Poland. 

The Polish body has been sya- 
tematically pruned of its Jewish 
members, and the Jewish and 
Zionist associations of the famous 
Polish educator haveall been care- 
fully disguised, Mr. Yerahmiel ἘΣ. 
Weingarten, one-time associate of 
Janusz Korcezak, told the press here 
yesterday. Speaking on behalf of 
the Korezak Committee in Israel, 
Mr. Weingarten suggested the Is- 
raeli publishers igmore the forth- 
coming Frankfort Book Fair, where 
the award is to take place. 

A protest letter sent to the Ger- 
man Publishers Association remains 
unanswered, Mr. Weingarten said. 

Janusz Korezak was the pen 
mame of Henryk Goldschmidt, who, 
between the world wars, became 
famous for his care for orphans. 
He wrote many book for and about 
ehildren and maintained two or- 
phanages, one for Polish and 
another for Jewish children. During 


the Second World War he was bar- 
red from continuing his work, 
having been branded “a Zionist" 
by the Polish directors. Korczek 
was later killed by the Nazis, 


Korcezak was posthumously grant- 
ed an order of distinction by the 
Polish authorities in 1948, though 
he was called a “philanthropist” and 
@ supporter of the “bourgeols" ideas 
of individual care. Mr. Michael 
Wroblewski and Mrs. Ella Friedman, 
president and secretary of the Polish 
Korezak Commitee, were forced to 
resign a few years ago because they 
were Jews. 

According to Mr. Weingarten, the 
German publishers decided to award 
the DM10,000 “Peace Prize” to Po- 
lendin order to support their chan- 
cellor's Ostpolitik. “Possibly they 
made a mistake, because they did 
not know the facts. Now that they 
know, they should teke it back,” he 
said.

VISITING U.S. EDUCATOR SAYS: 
‘Our troubles today may be yours tomorrow’

HAIFA. — Professor Dwight Wil- 
Ham Allen, 41-year-old dean of the 
School of Education at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts, is well 
known in the U.S. for his innova- 
tive spirit Now visiting the Tech- 
nion’s Laboratory for Research and 
Development in Teaching and 
Learning, he told The Post in an 
exclusive interview that he strives 
to innovate because he considers 
the present state of education — 
everywhere — to be unsatifactory. 

“Tt is basically a 19th century 
system and needs change," he said. 
“Even a little change hurts,” he 
acknowledges, “but a lot of change 
doesn’t hurt much more.” He leaves 
no doubt that a lot of change is 
what's called for. 

“Education today is monolithic 


at all levels. Courses of study are. 


set for a certain number of years, 


with formal teaching methods 


and examination systems. All stu- 
dents are required to take certain 
stylized subjects. But the state of 
knowledge has changed since the 
18th century, but education has not.” 

As an example he notes that, in 
the U.S., millions of dollars are 
spent on history classes which teach 
about Columbus and Vasco da 
Gama, while schoolchildren can — 
and do — watch the exploration of 
the moon on their TV screens at 
home. ᾿ 

“TV can be a tremendous educa- 
tlonal device, but the schools sim- 


Tel ply don’t know how to use it. To- 


day students can learn a lot from 
the news media, which was not the 
ease 100 years ago. The assump- 
tion, once correct but no longer 
so, is that ‘the.teacher knows, the 
students don’t.’ Well, with today’s 
mass media, many pupils know as 
much or more than some of their 
teachers. Teachers are still impor- 
tant, but they have not adapted 
to the changes that have taken 
place,” he said. 

Ἵ t that ἃ number of al- 
ternative schools be tried out. Some 
may fail, but others will succeed; 
through them we can arrive at a 
new model of education, adapted 
to the modern world and modern 
youth — which in the U.S. is al- 


ready suffering trom anonymity and. 


allenation. 

“You in Israel have not yet got 
this problem in all its severity, but 
I predict that with greater secu- 
rity and more affluence it’s bound 
to happen to you too." ν᾿ 

He stressed that the “alterna- 
tive schools” should be “voluntary. 
both for pupils and teachers. Par- 
ents should be ptelnly told the 
risks involved and then decide whe- 
ther they want to send their child- 
ren” He noted that “if standard 
education were not failing, there'd 
be no need to try alternatives. But

in the U.S. 24 to 30 per cent of 
university students do not finish 
their education because {€ falls 
them, — and many of the graduates 
are not very successful either. 

“The high college drop-out rate 
is another failure of the system,” 
he said. “I believe because it does 
not teach the students their respon- 
sibility toward their society.” 

He stresses, “I am not permiazsive. 
I do not propose the ‘aiternative 
schools’ to be permissive: schools in 
which pupils do what they like. My 
objective is the contrary, to find 
ways of helping students to find 
a higher level of responsibility to 
society.” 

Prof. Alien says modern, affluent 
society is “too protective” toward 
its young. Births, deaths and serious 
ilinesses are hidden away in hos- 
pitals, beyond the child's eyes, mak- 
ing it imposstble for him to get ἃ 
full grasp of the real world. “I be- 
lieve every child from the age of 
five or six should have some re- 
sponsible duty to society, for in- 
stance some work for his country 
one day a week.” 

He has diagnosed what he con- 
siders one of the reasons for edu- 
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cation's failure to change. ‘Educa- 
tion is like a jig-saw puzzle, with 
so many pieces fitting together to 
make a whole. To change anything, 
you must change everything, be- 
eause from kindergarten to univer- 
sity all levels are interdependent. 
And because it is so hard to change 
ail, nothing is changed.” 

Dr. Allen, a Californian, got his 
PE.D. in 1959 in education from 
Stanford University, Since then he 
has served as consultant to 200 
school districts, U.S. states and 
foreign countries; was chief con- 
sultant to the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation during 1967-68; served as 
consultant to the White House Con- 
ference on Education in 1965; and 
was chairman of a forum at the 
1970 White House Conference on 
Children in 1970. He is a leader of 
the American Baha'is; his four 
visits to Israel were always combined 
with a pilgrimage to the Baha'i 
shrine in Haifa. 

Father of five, he regrets that 
none of his children is attending 
the alternative schools he has created, 
because they were established far 
from ‘his home. 

In the alternative schools he 
wants “change to be the tradition.” 
Ideally they would have several 
tracks or options: a classical option 
for children who will eventuaily be 
historians or philosophers, another 
of “non-formal education" where 
children will be “out in the world 
doing things.” A third option would 
have a human relations curriculum. 

He proposes a total revision of 
schooling: on 

From the age of three to 13 chil- 
dren should complete thelr primary 
and high school education. From 13 
to 16 they should attend university. 
From 16 to 18 there should be com- 
pulsory social service for their coun- 
try, including army service. Finally, 
from 18 to 21, youths should re- 
ceive their professional and technical 
education {leading to M.A. or Ph.D. 
degrees in the subjects of their 
choice). 

Prof. Allen strongly belleves that, 
in today's modern world of ma- 
chines, it is degrading to condemn 
a man to a lifetime of menial phy- 
sical labour. “Part-time service — 
as domestics, porters, servants, gar- 
bage collectors — would be tolera- 
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only 400 meters from the sea 


ble, if the man knows that once he 
has done his stint he can turn to 
work that will also be his vocation. 
That's where the 16- to 18-year-olds 
of my proposel should come in, 
doling their duty to soclety — but 
only those tasks that machines can- 
not be made to do." 

Another solution to the problem 
of "necessary chores” he proposes 
Js high pay. “If a heavy earth- 
moving machine operator in the U.S, 
is paid $20,000 a year for his work, 
that's O.K. He can afford to work 
very little and save his dignity, in- 
tegrity, freedom and pleasure." If 
that man had also received the sort 
of education his alternative schools 
could provide, he would know how 
to enjoy his many leisure ‘hours to 
fulfil himself as a human being. 

Dr. Allen feels “Israel is facing 
the same sort of racial problems 
we have in the U.S. I have noticed 
that since my Jast visit more of the 
menial tasks are being done by 
Arabs and by members of the orient- 
-al commanities. ΕΖ you create 2 ne- 
cessary servant class on racial lines 
you'll be repeating the same mis- 


takes the U.S. committed,” he 
warns, 
‘I think you may be able to 


avoid the problem, The Arabs and 
oriental communities will eventually 
demand for themselves the quality 
of human life. By providing a Hberal 
arts education — painting, music, 
the appreciation of poetry and litera- 
ture — you can provide a man 
with the ability to enjoy aesthetic 
experiences that can compensate 
for necessary menial tasks.” He not- 
ed that in the US. the blue-collar 
workers, with their strict 35 to 40 
hour weeks, have the most leisure 
but are least fitted to enjoy it — 
another mistake that Israel should 
avoid. 

Finally, he charges, “education 
has never addressed itself to the 
selection of problems for study or 
development. Why is geometery 
teught in schools, rather than com- 
puter science or statistics? I betieve 
Simply because it was there and 
Was never challenged, In the same 
way white doctors went to Africa 
and treated the sick, They might 
have been able to prevent sickness 
had they practised preventive me- 
dicine instead.”

PARIS. — The influential French 
Jewish weekly “Tribune Juive” re- 
ported in a dispatch from Rabat 
on Friday that the future of Mo- 
rocco’s 25,000-strong Jewish com- 
munity was in peril following the 
abortive plot to assassinate King 

Hassan. 


“Tribune Juive's" correspondent 
Emmanvuei Haymann said the la- 
test bid to kill the King and the 
attempt to murder him at Skhirat 
Palace last year both produced ra- 
dical changes in Morocco to the 
detriment of the Jews. 

Haymann reported: “A few days 
before the events at Skhirat Jew- 
ish leaders had received by mail ἃ 
violently anti-Semitic pamphlet an- 
mouncing the end of their reign. 

“A perturbing fact is that a few 
days before the attack at Rabat 
the same Jews received a new let- 
ter in the same spirit. And Oufkir 
is no longer there. 

“Following Oufkir's death nothing 
8 certain any longer. In Morocco 
people know that. General Oufkir 
was a friend of the Jewish com- 
munity and was in favour of their 
emigration.” . 

Haymann said that after the 
Skhirat plot many Moroccan Jews 
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to dts ‘Arab-speaking clients. 


left hastily for Israel, France and 
Canada because they ieared street 
demonstrations by “anti-Zionist'’ 
agitators.

UNITED NATIONS. i AP).—Blocked 
by a Chinese veto of its application 
for U.N. membership, Bangladesh 
will attempt at the General As- 
sembly debate this autumn to re- 
vive its changes for admisston. 

China on Friday night cast the 
sole negative vote in the Security 
Council, to prevent Bangladesh's ad- 
mission. 

Although 11 of the 15-member na- 
tions voted for the immediate entry 
of the former eastern region of 
Paktstan, a veto by one of the five 
permanent Council members was 
sufficient to nulHfy the majority 
vote. 

Bangladesh representatives let it 
be known before the vote that the 
situation was hopeless. But they 
said they would press in the As- 
sembly session beginning September 
10 for the moral backing of the 
organization's 132 members. 

The Assembly cannot reverse a 
council decision. But an overwhelming 
expression of support in the As- 
sembly for Bangladesh's member- 
ship could result in a recommenda- 
tion that the Security Council re- 
consider the matter. 

China's Ambassador, Huang Hua, 
defending his delegation’s first use 
of the veto, told the Council that 
since joining the U.N, last Octoher, 
China had decided “it must act ac- 
cording to its principles.” 

The principles at stake, he said, 
were those involving complience 
with Assembly and Council resolu- 
tions of last December, adopted 
following the India-Pakistan war, 
which called for withdrawal of 
troops and repatriation of prisoners 
of war,

berman calls the ‘mindlessness’ of 
American education. 

“The schools in this country are 
not only failing the poorest quarter 
‘of our students, the children of the 
Poor and minorities, but we are not 
doing well educationally with the 
top three-quarters of your chikiren 
and mine. These often are the turn- 
ed-off youngsters of affluent suburbia 
who yearn for relevancy and osten- 
sibly would love the ‘learning by 
doing’ curriculum which is such an 
integral component of the Youth 
Aliya approach. 

“Our more affluent young puzzle 
us and demand the independence 
that might be provided by an open 
and more flexible educational sys- 
tem that would emancipate them 
from extended adolescence. They are 
bored and it may be that drugs, 
cars, the ‘boob tube’ and sex are in- 
deed more exciting and rewarding 
than detached schools which have 
become a kind of irrelevant ‘psycho- 
logical dullsville'.” 

The Coleman Report — he is ἃ 
sociologist at Johns ‘Hopkins Univer- 
sity — the most comprehensive edu- 
cational study of its kind ever un- 
dertaken, focused upon the saliency 
of family background in determining 
student achievement.

LIABILITY OF POLLUTION: 
JAPANESE HIGH COURT AWARD 
FOR ITAL-ITAI 


LONDON (Gemini). — 
SEVEN living victims of the 
dreadful Itai-itai disease and 24 
relatives of seven others dead, have 
just been awarded a total of over 
half a million dollars (148.2 mil- 
Mon yen) damages by thé Japanese 
High Court. 

The judgment of the High Court 
sitting in Kanazawa, upholds that 
of the Toyama District Court whose 
own decision of June 30, 1971, in- 
troduced a new dimension to the 
“law relating to the liability of in- 
dustry for pollution. Liability re- 
gardiess of intention or negligence 
and even when stringent scientific 
proof of total responstbility is not 
possible. 

Itai-itai is a disease of the tech- 
nological age though there are 
stories of cases before World War 
I The name, simply and poignant- 
ly enough, is the exclamation of 
pain (one suggested English equi- 
valent is “ouch-ouch”) uttered by 
the sufferer. ᾿ 

Tt is caused by chronic cadmium 
poisoning (other factors may con- 
tribute) over an extended period. 
‘The Japanese experience, in asmaill 
area at the lower and middle 
reaches of the Jinzu River in cen- 
tral Honshu Island, where it is en- 
demic, is that old age and mal- 
nutrition (particularly calcium) ‘help 


the disease develop in. the indivi- 
duai_system. Most often attacked 
are women, after menopause, who 
have borne and nursed a number 
of children. ᾿ ᾿ 

Cadmium absorbed through food 
and water accumulates in the kid- 
neys and ‘bones and gradually 
shrinks the victim into a mishapen, 
wizened, hobbling creature from the 
bones outward. 

Unbearable pain and weakness in 
the bones, which become so brittle 
that they break on simple body 
movement, are peculiar characteris- 
tics of the developed disease. 

Mercifully (though to the cost of 
the Mitsul Mining and ‘Smelting 
Company) the disease is confined 
to the area of the Jenzu River 
basin south of Toyama City and 
around MM and SCs Mine Works 
in Kamioka. 

Studies conducted in other river 
basins, since Ttai-ital was brought 
to public notice by Doctors Noboru 
Hagino and Minoru Kawano in 
1955, indicate that only this part 
of the Jinzu basin is affected by 
such an impossible level of cad- 
mium. 


NO STRANGERS 

The Japanese are no strangers to 
industrial pollution. Their pre-emi- 
nence in the field is matched only 
by the range and complexity of the 
Jaws, regwations and other mea- 
sures more recently introduced to 
control pollution and help the af- 
flicted. 

As early as 1956 when Ital-itai 
was still regarded as a nutritional 
disturbance the Toyama Prefecture 
began a nutrition survey in’ its 
precincts and administered Vitamin 
D to victims of the disease. 

Continued study soon Indicated, 
however, that the cause of this cu- 
rious condition was acute cadmium 
poisoning and in 1961 the district 
government set up what was ap- 
propriately called a Strange En- 
demic Disease Control! Committee 
and began close scientific research 
into the causes and controls of the 
disease. 

Yapan's Ministry of Health and 
‘Welfare joined in shortly after and 
research has been going on on a 
number of fronts and levels. 


RELIEF 

Relief, which is provided through 
local authorities, was taken over 85 
far as nationwide diseases are con- 
cerned by the central government 
since 1970. 

In the last five years up to the 
end of 1971 the number of new 
victims of Itai-ital disease has de- 
clined sharply each year from 73 in 
1967, to one. 

So far this year not a single 
case has been reco; 

In that time a total of 125 cases 
were identified, Including 31 who died. 

Since 1968 nearly 500 Ital-itat 
patients and relatives of the dead 
ave sued. the Company for com- 
pensation. The company has accept- 
ed a number of ‘awards of the To- 
yama District Court and negotla- 
tions are going on towards agreed 
damages. 

The Company appealed to the 
High Court on the decision follow- 


ing the first lawsult. The District 
Court then ruled that if the re- 
lationship is accepted between the 
cadmium discharged from the defen- 
dant's plant and the incidence of 
the disease, then the defendant is 
Hable and neither intent nor negli- 
gence need come into it. 

The Court accepted the cause-ef- 
fect relationship because of the high 
probability and even in the absence 
of strict sclentific proof. Now the 
High Court of Japan has given 
that judgment its seal of approval. | 
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to the socio-economic status of a 
youngster’s classmates than to the 
characteristics of his teacher or the 
input into the educational system. 

Professor Usdan called for a “new 
definition of education, a definition 
that transcends ‘the bounds of the 
formal, traditional school. We need 
a, definition of education that is con- 
sonant with Youth Allya’s promise 
that some, if not most, learning can 
and should take place outside of the 
confines of the school.” 

We need 4 diverse array of educa- 
tional settings similar to those pro- 
vided by Youth Aliya.

“We can also learn from Youth 
Aliya that we must accept people 
where they are and bulld upon 
strengths in an improved environ- 
ment. It is easier to change circum- 
stances than to modify human te- 
haviour.”

Mart meets obstruction at home 
but not at Brussels headquarters

BRUSSELS (Ofas). — 
S of the Common 
Miarket have made much of the 
aHeged imefficienties of the Euro- 
pean Economic Community’s bureau- 
cracy, those 3,000 civil servants who 
stt in their Brussels headquarters. 
But ‘two prominent Americans be- 
Teve the real obstructionists and 
power groupings in ‘the Common 
Market are' to be found among the 
bureaucracies in the member states’ 
own capitals. . 
One of these analysts is the re- 
tiring U.S, AmPassador ‘to the EEC, 
Robert. Schaetzel, who is leaving 
Brussels alfter six years’ service 
here. The other is Werner Feld, a 
professor of political science, who 
recently conducted a survey of se- 
mior civil servants in HEC capitals, 
He says in his as yet impubiished 
report that “one cannot escape the 
impression that little genuine enthu- 
Siasm for (European) political inte- 
gration exists at present among im- 
portant segments of ‘the national 
bureaucracies.” δ. ait 
Mr. “Schaetzel refers to Jean 
Monnet, one of the Common Mar- 
ket's founding fathers who, he says, 
had “an intuitive and ed r- 
rogance” ‘to choose the policies he 
personally thought were right even 
though, like every other HEC poli- 
ticlan, he was- surrounded by “men 
with manila Yoldera who vould pro- 
duce umpteen reasons for ‘him not 
to follow his hunch. 


“We are ail victims of the ex- 


pert,” says Mr. Schaetzel. “In so 
many areas there is a wide con- 
sensus about what ‘the Com- 
mon Market should try to achieve. 
Policy after policy is put into the 
machine, but n ‘comes out." 
And he belleves the fault lies not 
with the European Commission but 
with its civil servants’ opposite num- 
bers in Bonn, Paris, Rome and the 
other capitals, 

Professor Feld’s survey shows that 
the member states’ civil servants 
fear posstble inroads the Brussels 
bureaucracy might make on ‘their 
own spheres of influence at home 
Hf the process of European integra- 
tion is carried too far. Most of 
the civil servants -he interviewed ad- 
mitted they saw thelr function as 
promoting their own various na- 
tional interests and were often ob- 
liged ‘to use threats against people 
in Brussels to the highest 
gains for their own countries. 


VULNERABLE TO WHIMS 

Mr. Schaetzel thinks this problem 
poses a question no fess profound 
than whether the European Com- 
munity can ultimately be made to 
work. He refers to the Common 
Market’s “supreme vulnerability” to 
the whims and ambitions of member 
states’ clvil services. 

Professor Feld's survey quotes the 
former West German Finance Minis- 
ter, Franz Joseph Strauss, as say-

suing of indeterminable regulations.” 
Strauss adds that it has been the 
Common Market's experience that 
— 8 far cry from ‘the idealism of 
its founders — there is a stealthy 
process of re-nationalizing ideas fol- 
lowed by the re-nationalizing of se- 
cret bureaucratic regulations. 

In his poll of European civil ser- 
vants, Professor Feld finds that most 
believe the prospect of Britain join- 
ing the Common Market next year 
will mean that Europe's political in- 
tegration will have to he postponed 
indefinitely. On this basis few of 
the bureaucrats he interviewed be- 
lieved there was any imminent dan- 
ger that their functions would be 
transferred to any Euro-institution. 

The survey also exposed some hos- 
tile opinions among national civil 
servants towards their counterparts 
in the Eurepean Commission. There 
‘was a feeling that HEurocrats were 
paid too much, did not work as 
hard as government-employed civil 
servants, and were often too highly 
specialized and therefore had too 
narrow ‘a viewpoint.

Tt was also believed that EEC 
member governments are reluctant 
to recommend for Commurfty posi- 
tions offictals whose ability is out- 
Standing: they were much too use- 
ful at home. In Mr. Schaetzel's 
opinion the real bureaucratic ‘world 
of ‘barnacles” is not in Brussels 
— where most civil servants are 
fired with an idealism and energy 
rarely seen in the ‘capitals. 

Bickering over minutiae charac- 
terizes many of the Common Mar- 
ket's ministerial meetings, that often 
degenerate into uight-long mara- 
thons. Mr, Schaetzel thinks these 


- are basically over details put for- 


ward by national civil servants who 
have the whip hand over Ministera 
by warning them of possible politic- 
al ‘comsequences at home if they do 
not wring the last frane or comma 
out of negutiatians. 

“I have heard any number of 
Political statements about the Com- 
mon Market,” says Mr. Schaetzel, 
“but if the machinery in the va- 
rious national capitals is not cap- 
able or prepared to carry them 
out, the result will be more rather 
than less frustration with EEC in- 
stitutions.” This is strong comment 
from a man who has a reputation of 
being perhaps the staunchest Amer- 
#can friend the Common Market hes. 
One answer, Mr. Schaetzel thinks, 
is for politicians tec make things 
uncomfortable for the “expert” and 
pursue his policy aims uninhibited- 
ly. He must also have courage not 
to bear down on intractable proh- 
lems of which there will always be 
many, but earnestly to solve easier 
ones. 

Professor Feld arrives at much 
the same gloomy conclusion. In his 
filndings he says that umless the 
younger generation of Europe’s ci- 
vil servants infuse a new “Huro- 
pean” spirit in their work, “little 
might be gained.”

Between 
them these two groups of countries 
now account for over one half of 
our diamond exports. 

The European countries — West 
Germany, France and Engiand — 
also made a good showing.

EEC farm goods 
may face tough 
U.S. import curbs 


WASHINGTON (AP}.—Tough new 
restrictions on European Common 
Market goods shipped to the U.S. 
may be needed as “a bargaining 
chip to force greater entry into, 
the expanded Common Market," a 
senior Republican on a powerful 
Congressional panel said Thursday. 

“The fact is enlargement of the 
Common Market poses a new threat 
to the growth of our overseas mar- 
kets and we have no choice but to 
fight for a better deal,” said Repre- 
sentative Archer Nelson, a Repub- 
lican from the state of Minnescta. 

Rep. Nelson, a senior member of 
the House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee, asked Agri- 
culture Secretary Earl Butz for an 
estimate on the “impact on U.S. 
farm exports" resulting from the 
expansion of the Common Market. 

He argued it is “simply intolerable 
that the Common Market has en- 
joyed an 83 per cent gain in farm 
exports to the U.S. in the period 
1961-70, while our own farm trade 
growth with these same countries 
in the same period has been limited 
to 48 per cent.”

Sales went up 
in value more than 40 per cent, but 
in weight only 21.6 per cent. This 
may be partly due to higher prices, 
but probably is primarily the result 
of the sales abroad of bigger and 
More expensive gems. This is con- 
firmed by the import figures, which 
also rose, almost parallel with ex- 
ports, 18 per cent according to 
welght and 41 per cent in value. 

There are indications that Israel 
is becoming a more important dia- 
mond polishing centre. Sales in Bel- 
gium, the principal competitor and 
long-time world leader in produc- 
tion as well as in marketing, also 
are increasing, but at a much more 
modest rate. (In 1971 Belgian ex- 
ports of polished diamonds increased 
only about 6 per cent, Israel's ad- 
vanced more than 31 per cent).

MORE DIAMONDS 


The third factor is that the world 
is buying more diamonds. Uncer- 
tainty of future currency move- 
ments, a very high gold price, per- 
sistent inflation — all these facts of 
current economic life encourage the 
purchase of diamonds as an invest- 
ment medium and one of the best

esting’ ἐξ note that since sterling 
was floated, there has been a aigai- 
ficant increase in diamond sales to 
Great Britain. 

So strong is the demand for dia- 
monds that roughs are sometimes 
difficult to buy. Prices of the raw 
material are on the rise. This again 
encourages demand, as diamonds 
are first and foremost an investment 
commodity. 

Can the Israel industry cope with 
this sharp and sudden increase in 
demand? Automation is already 
playing 8. part in the industry. Some 
polishing operations, usually done 
manually, sre being taken over by 
machines in some factories, saving 
precious manpower in our overtight 
labour market. Even in 1971, the 
average “consumption” of rough 
diamonds per worker was 650 carats 
annually, against just over 300 ca- 
rats per worker per annum pre- 
viously. 

In addition to this, the trend away 
from the diamond industry is being 
reversed. In the industry's “bad 
year” of 1970, many hundreds of 
younger workers left the diamond 
shops to start working in the bootn- 
ing electronics industry. They found 
that electronics has wage con- 


tracts and wage limits, while in 
diamonds nearly all lebour is paid 
according to the productivity of the 
individual worker, enabling the gift- 
ed polisher to earn very good wages. 
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PEACE FEELERS 


1 is beginning to look just 
possible that the 1967 war 
may, after all, have been the 
war to end wars in this part 
of the Middle East — that is, 
if we can continue to treat the 
undoubted progress towards 
peace that has been achieved 
since then not as a football to 
be tossed around in internal 
politics or as a convenient sub- 
ject for political originality. 

There is progress. Its two 
most important elements are the 
almost complete quiet that has 
reigned, on the Canal since 
August 1970, and on the Jor- 
dan river border since the fol- 
lowing month, when King Hus- 
sein finally broke up the Fatah 
eamps and concentrations in 
Jordan and expelled the ter- 
rorists. Despite Friday's bomb, 
Geze has followed suit, and the 
people- living in the Strip are 
no longer terrorized and pre- 
vented from attempting to build 
new lives in some kind of co- 
existence with Israel. 

As further evidence of the 
return to normalcy there are 
the many tens of thousands of 
Arab summer visitors, who 
come, mostly to see their fami- 
des, some to spend a coo) sum- 
mer in Ramallah, some to sée 
Israel, others to seek medical 
treatment or even simply well- 
paid work for a period. There 
are the Arab students who tra- 
vel to Arab countries for a uni- 
versity education and come home 
for summer holidays and who 
certainly do not appear as hos- 
tile as Arab students studying 
in Europe. All these, and as- 
pects of trade and agricultural 
advance and employment pat- 
terns are patterns of life ta be 
expected under conditions of 
peace and of open borders. They 
have been created by five years 
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of painstaking effort to encour- 
age co-existence and avoid any- 
thing that will lead to friction. 

Just recently the increased 
confidence created by this form 
of tacit co-existence has appar- 
ently resulted in some peace 
feelera by King Hussein. No re- 
liable details of any proposals 
have been made public, but ac- 
cording to some sources they 
could include far-reaching con- 
cessions to Israel demands for 
geographical physical security 
rather than verbal agreements. 

The immediate result of these 
rumours wags violent attacks on 
‘King Hussein and his regime ‘by 
several Arab states, and the 
next, predictably, declarations by 
the hard-pressed King that he 
thad never made any such of- 
fers and never would. In a tele- 
vised reply King Hussein used 
8 significant phrase: the peace 
we make must be valid for fu- 
ture generations, and therefore 
aoust not be based on the current 
military position or any other 
transitory factor. 

After three generations of Is- 
raelis who have had to fight 
against Arab hostility, we also 
seek a peace that will last for 
generations, and it cannot be 
concluded in a hurry or under 
the pressure of other Arab 
states on Jordan. 

The peace will have to weigh 
considerations of Israel security 
and of the poitical rights and 
wishes of the population of the 
West Bank and Gaza long before 
the personal aspirations of King 
Hussein. He 5. not own the 
West Bank, and made few friends 
there while he ruled it. His 
desire for peace is welcome and 
important, but it must not be 
allowed to distract us for one 
moment from the much more 
important business of building a 
lasting relationship with the 
people of the West Bank, and 
giving them time to discover 
mast future they seek for them- 
selves. . 


Dayan and the Jordanians

the war. It is thus difficult to 
comprehend why Mr. Dayan has told 
his colleagues in the Alignement 
that he does not favour ‘such a 
peace.’ His rejection can be inter- 
preted in no other way than as 
clear proof of his intention to bring 
about a situation whereby Israel 
would continue —in one way or an- 


other — to rule the West Bank per- 
manently,” τας paper ponetntee: by 
οἱ u 6 Alignment’s hier~ 
treng “secant carefully what 
Hussein would agree to, 830 as to 
reach normalization in relations be~ 
tween Israel and Jordan.”
